British War Casualties Reach 
100,000-Mark for All Services 





London, May 31 (CP)—British 
war casualties have reached the 
100,000 mark for al Ithree fighting 
services in 21 months of war, it 
was disclosed today. 

Almost half the total were sald 
to be prisoners of war in Germany. 

The figures, computed from of- 
ficial casualty lists, show that the 
war so far has cost only a frac- 
tion of the 3,190,235 British men 
killed, wounded, missing or taken 
prisoner in the first Great War. 

‘The Nazis were reported to have 
taken 2,000,000 French and 40,000 
British prisoners in France and the 
Low Countries while British forces 
have taken 200,000 Italian prison- 
ers in Africa. 

British military and naval cas- 
ualties so far number 101,056, of 
which 16.164 were from the army, 
15,896 from the navy and 10,906

Three Hours Out of 24 
for Heavy Dozing 


Troy, N.Y. (CP)—Don't worry 
if your newborn son or daughter} —~\_/ 
does not seem to sleep soundly at 
all times, A recent study has shown 
that they actually sleep soundly 
only about three hours in 24. 

These findings have been an- 
ounced by Dr. Isabelle Wagner, in- 
structor in psychology and educa- 
tion at Russell Sage College. 

According to Dr. Wagner, nature 
does not require that newbom 
babies shouki sleep most of the 
time, as some parents expect. &he 
says it is easy to believe they are 
sleeping nearly all the time, since 
they can give clear evidences of 
wakefulness only by screaming. 
But the experiments she carried 
out in the psychol Aaboratory 
at University Hospital, Ohio State 
University, show that Instead of 
merely two stages of crying and 
not crying, there are seven stages 
for newborn infants. from sound- 
est sleep to complete waking. 


Nearly 200 Studied 


Nnearly 200 bables were studied. 
Dr. Wagner explains that the state 
of sleep .was determined by the 
only’signs discoverable — whether 
they wiggled toes, or how they re- 
sponded to tiny pin pricks, touches 
with a camel's-hair brush, or od- 
ors Tike lemon or riolet.

When day broke June 1 the last 
of the German enemy had proceed- 
ed into thelr own ports, Their loss- 
es were one battleship, one battle 
cruiser, four light cruisers and 
five destroyers, 

The -British lost three battle 
cruisers, three -armored cruisers 
and eight destoyers. Although the 
eBritish losses were heavier ;than 
those of the enemy, tne German 
High Seas Fleet never again: ap- 
peared at sea until it surrendered 





at Scapa Flow at the end of the 
A, British ship, the Galatea, 


was part of the screen of light 
cruisers in Vice-Admiral Sir David 
Beatty's battle cruiser fleet which 
sailed out of the Rosyth base for 
& rendezvous in the North Sea 
May 31 1916. 

Beatty had orders to close with- 
in aight of the main body of the 
Grand Fleet under the command- 
er-in-chief, Admiral Sir John Jel- 
Ucoe, which had sailed from Scapa 
Flow. If no enemy were sighted 
they were to sweep southwards 
towards the Heligoland Bight. Both 
Tieeta had put to sea that day 
when the Interception of German 
wireless directionals pointed to 
some exceptional undertaking. 

The battle cruisers had reached 
the rendezvous when the Galatea

THE WAR TODAY

The report that German troops 

have landed in Syria ts not in it- 
self conclusive proof that the Le- 
vant will be the next front in the 
battle of the Mediterranean. Yet 
an Axis effort to forestall possible 
British occupation of the Prench- 
mandated territory would be in 
harmony with the Nazi doctrine of 
not losing the initiative. 

The Germans have a wide range 
of cholce in deciding on their next 
step. Cyprus, Malta, Syria, Egypt, 
Gibraltar are all possibilities. The 
Naz high command undoubdtediy 
has drawn up an elaborate program 
of campaigning for the summer, a 
Program which seems to have been 
retarded a week or more by the 
stubborn fight of the defenders of 
Crete.: A British thrust into Sy- 
ria now would further dislocate the 
enemy's plans. 

At his meeting with Mussolini in 
Brenner Pass yesterday, Hitler pro- 
bably announced the decisions of 
the German high command for the 
immediate future. ‘The role of the 
Italians In Hitler’s war plans ts 
progressively assuming a more sub- 
sidlary character. In Crete. for 
instance, the Italians entered the 
fight only after the Germans had 
obtained a decisive foothold on the 
island. 

Report Originated in Turkey 

The reports of a German land- 
ing at the northern Syrian port of 
Latakia, which have not been con- 
firmed, originated in Turkey and it 
must be taken into consideration 
that the Turks are anxious, and 


have long been urging, that Britain 

occupy Syria and Lebanon, which, 
in the possession of the Germans, 
would create manifold new defence 
problems for Turkey and practic- 
ally cut her off from effective Bri- 
tish support. 

Several weeks ago, before the be- 
ginning of the invasion of Crete, 
the Germans were reported to have 
landed tanks and other equipment 
tn Syria with the intention of pro- 
ceeding to the assistance of Rashid 
All's rebels in Iraq. Nothing fur- 
ther was heard of these vehicles. 

At Vichy the Levantine situation 
Was under review by the Petain ca- 
binet and Gen. Maxime Weygand, 
who before the French armistice 
was Gen. Sir Archivald Wavell’s 
superior in the Allied Middle East 
command. Weygand, therefore, 
can give the Vichy ministers a 
sound estimate of the military pos- 
sibilities in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. 

May Appeal te Berlin 

London reports suggested that in 
the event of a move by Gen. Sir 
Maitland Wilson's Palestine forces 
te occupy Syria, Vichy would ap- 
peal to Berlin for “protection.” 
Such a development, it was con- 
ceded, would be the last straw in 
London-Vichy relations. N 

It is not known how Gen. Wey- 
gand, who enjoys a semi-indepen- 
dent status in North Africa. feels 
about the possibility of Anglo- 
French hostilities. But last win- 
ter, when the British forces con- 
quered eastern Libya, Gen. Wey- 
gand had his great chance *o as- 
sert himself by occupving Tripoll, 
the western part, he did nothing.

WILHELM HOHENZOLLERN 
_ AND HITLER 


Nearly a quarter of a century has 
passed since former Kaiser Wilhelm 
Second fled from Germany and took up 
his abode at Doorn, Holland. On Wednes- 
day he died atthe age of 82 years after 
an unbroken exile, which was the logical 
consequence of German attempt in 1914- 
1918 to conquer the world. - 

This man who looked for the restoration 
of the Imperial German House of the 
‘Hohenzollern had for the past decade had 
to witness the rise of that sinister figure, 
‘Adolf Hitler, to a position somewhat 
like that he himself had occupied. ‘or 
more than a year he has Had to live in a 
land (Holland) which had become a con- 
querednation by the treachery of Adolf 
Hitler in breaking guarantees of neutrality 
given that country. ‘ The Kaiser who had 
communicated with Hitler at the end of 
the Polish campaign, refused the offer of 
permission to return to Germany after 
Holland was overrun, offering the’explan- 
ation that he was too old to be transplant- 
ed. Perhaps he did not care to be in the 
presence of the upstart Austrian who had 
fought as a corporal in the Kaiser’s army. 

The one-time emperor had nearly 

~twenty-three years to meditate over the 
vicissitudes of autocracy and lived to see 
the world plunged again into another 
struggle by, the same Germany, this time 
led by a man possessing nothing that the 
Ex-Kaiser would have thought could bring 
him to position of authority in Germany. 
Twenty-one months ago this man began 
to harry the world in a carefully worked- 
out.conspiracy of world domination. But 
this Hitler, though he has stretched his 
hand over nations in Efrope, is getting no 
nearer the goal of his ambition and is 
going farther. from his base, while yet 
Britain stands resolute and unshaken. 

Hitler might ponder over the old man of 
Doorn, once the proudest of emperors, the 
“All Highest” of the Germans, living in 
lonely exile for a great portion of his adult 
life, and then wonder what his own fate 
will be, when he, the man who has -isen 
on violence and tyranny, comes to his last 

hours. This Hitler predicted nineteen 
years ago that Britain would win any war 
that was directed against her by any 
enemy and that enemy is Hitler himself. 

But the example of the emperor who 
became a wood chopper at Doornina 
foreign land, cannot teach the Austrian 
housepainter who became ‘Fuehrer and 
aggressor the'lesson that the world has 
read so well;in the life of the Ex-Kaiser. 
Anyway, Hitler cannot escape his fate 
now, hecannot turn back. His fate is 
sealed. .

Toronto, Jute 5 (OP)—Aircraft- 
man Hugh Alexander William 
Newell of Toronto remained in a 
police cell here today, still with an 
undecided murder chargé hanging 
over him after a Supreme Court 
jury, the second in six months, 
failed late yesterday to reach & 
verdict and was dismissed.

‘SECOND WATERLOO’ AND PEACE 


President Dr. Nicholas Murray. Butler 
of Columbia University New York,' stated 
at the 187th Commencement this week 
that from the time of the emergence of 
mankind from its elementary barbarism to 
‘acomplex and many-sided i 
there has always been “one fundamental 
and unendin. conflict.” 

“Thatetonfilct,” he said, “is between the moral 
ideal of unselfish service to one’s fellow men and 
the controlling desire for gain at whaterer cost 
to others." 

He went on to say that for the time 
being the moral ideal hag disappeared 
and with it all that has to do with interna- 
tional relations. The gain-seeKing impulse 
supported by brute force has taken its 
place and so faras the surface of things 
js‘concerned human civilization has gone 
back’a full thousand years. Peoples once 
great'and highly civilized have dishon- 
ored their pledges and their word is given 
only to be broken. He urged men not to 
lose faith in the ideals and teachings of 
three thousand years of the great prophets 
and apostles of the mind. He looked 
through the clouds into the future and 
gaid:— 

“We must not despair, Our spirit of faith in 
the ultimate rule of the moral ideal and in the 
permanent establishment of liberty of thought, of 
speech, of worship and of government will not 
and must not be permitted to weaken or to lse 
contro! of our mind and action.” 

Dr. Murray called the twenty years of 
Napoleon’s domination of the Continent of 
Europe and of his threatened invasion of 
Britain a little less than one hundred and 
fifty years ‘‘a full dress rehearsal for that 
which is now taking place.” After the fail- 

. ure of the Russian campaign and retreat 

of Napoleon, discontent broke out 

throughout ‘the conquered _ territories.

Tokyo, (AP)—Joseph 
Grew, United States ambassador to 
Japan, declared bluntly today a just 
peace with Germany at this time 
“ts utterly. impossible” and said the 
United States might have to enter 
the war eventually to preserve the 
American way of life, 

Replying to @ group of American 
church workers who asked him to 
sign a cable opposifig United States 
entry into the war and calling for 
a “conference for justice, peace, 
and an equitable world order,” the 
ambassador wrote:— 

“While I share your hope our 
country may remain out of -the 
fighting, I belleve circumstances 
may arise when 1t may become nec- 
essary for us to get into the fight- 
ing in the interests not only of our 
own future national safety, and for 
the maintenance of our American 
way of life, but precisely in order 
to Insure the just peace and equit- 
able world order which are among 
your fundamental desires.” 

Mr. Grew sald Germany had 
chosen the course of war five times 
in 7$ years and would not now be 
satisfied with any just peace. 


Failure Almost Certain 


“From all the evidence available,” 
the ambassador added, “I believe, 
and the great majority of our coun- 
trymen believe that the futillty of 
calling a conference for a just peace 
and equitable world order, and its 
failure, are mathematically certain.

Navy. He seems to have been not 
unusual in any way. I have look- 
td at his file and I find he was 29 
years old, 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
fair hair, hazel eyes, welght 127 
pounds, on left arm he had, after 
the fashion of many sallors, tot- 
tooed the Canadian flag and some 
flowers, On his right arm he had 
tattooed a rose for his mother. He 
was fond of his mother for he as- 
signed her twenty dollars monthly 
of his pay. He was unemployed 
at the time of his enlistment but 
had had some experience as a wire- 
less operator. He became an or- 
dinary telegraphist and was in that 
cavacity on the 26th. day of March 
this year on the ‘Otter’ which was 
doing patrol work off the Nova 
Scotian coast.

CRUISER LOST 


British “Admiralty An- 
nounces Losses During 
Evacuation of Crete 


London, June 9 (CP)—Loss of the 
anti-aircraft cruiser Calcutta and 
the destroyers Hereward and Im- 
perial during the evacuation .of 
Crete was announced tonight by 
the Admiralty. 

The Calcutta was a 4,200-ton 
ship with a complement of 400 men; 
the Imperial was 1,370 tons and the 
Hereward 1 tons, each carry. 
ing normally @bout 145 men. 

The Admiraity communique sald 
the Hereward was last seen head- 
ing toward the coast after having 


been damaged by an Axis air a’-| 


tack. It added that the Italian 
high command had announced 229 
survivors from the ship. had been 
landed and were prisoners of war. 
(During the evacuation the des- 
troyers carried many more than 
their normal crews.) 

The communique said the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet had reported that 
“when the operation of evacuation 
from Crete was completed Just ov- 
er 17,0°0 men had been taken off 
the island. 

The Imperial, the Admiralty sald 
had to be sunk (presumably by 
British fire) after heavy damage 
from the air.

The first duty of every employer is to register by filling in and sending the 
official. Postcard to,jhe Unemployment Insurance Commission through his local 
Post Office. Al form containing the postcard has been mailed to employers. If 
you have not received one, apply to the nearest Post Office. 


Contributions to the Unemployment Insurance Fund are payable 
from July Ist, 1941. 

Contributions are made by the purchase of Unemployment Insurance 
Stamps by the employer from the Post Office. 

These stamps must be affixed to a special .book issued by the Commission, 
for each employee, which is called “The Insurance Book.” 

The employee's share of the contributions will be deducted from the 
employee's wages by the employer, who adds his share, using a stamp for the 
total contribution. ¢ :

are under 16 years of age, neither do such 
workers, themselves, contribute to the Insur- 
ance Fund. The payments made on their 
behalf, however, make them eligible for 
benefits on the basis of their complete insur- 
ance record just as soon as they become 16 
‘years of age, or if less than half the number 
of the contributions made in respect of them 
during the one year immediately preceding 
a claim for benefit are at the lowest rate of 
contribution.

DISCUSSION ON CRETE 


Londen, June 10 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Churchill, faeing the 
Howse of Commons to discuss the 
leas of Crete, declared today that 


this “sombre and ferocious bat- 
te” was “well worth fighting” 
and that It would play an “ex- 
tremely Important part" in the 
defence of the Nile Valley. 

Mr. Churchill asked what there 
was in “this principle of giving up 
without a fight any place you can- 
not be sure of holding.” 

“Suppose we had never gone 
te Greece?” he asked in charac- 
teristic language. “And suppose 
we had never defended Crete?

The Germans also lost 
180 fiehter planes and bombers and 
180 tronp-cerrying aircraft, Mr. 
Churchill said.

London, June 10—(CP) — Prime 
Minister Churchill today rejected 
a suggestion in the House of Com- 
mons that he form an Empire War 
Cabinet to include representatives 
of the dominions. 

The Prime. Minister replied “No” 
when a suggestion to this effect 
was made by Edgar Granville, Na- 
tional Liberal, who had raised the 
question in the House on several 
previous occasions. 

The member also suggested that 
the Statute of Westminster be am~- 
ended to enable dominion 
ministers to attend sittings of the 
House of Commons during visits to 
Britain for consultation with the 
War Cabinet. 

Mr, Granville, who said the am- 
endment would facilitate close and 
more direct co-operation in the 
empire war effort, drew attention 
to a recent precedent at Ottawa 
when Prime Minister R. G. Men- 
zées of Australia addressed the 
Canadian House of Commons.

What are the best. best foods to send 
to rationed relatives and friends in 
Britain? <A well-known Montreal 
provisioner yesterday had an an- 
swer. Onions today are their 
weight in gold in Britain’ so well 
up on the ist comes dehydrated 
onion or onion powder. A | little 
goes a long way in giving that 
tangy onion flavor to stews and sal- 
ads which otherwise might taste 

“fat.” 

Cheese also appears on “the list. 
Britons, who _ love cheese, under 
ration regulations today, are allowed 
only three ounces per person per 
month, Citrus fruits, according to 
reports from Overseas, have closely 
approached a state of non-existence 
in the British Isles, 30 concentrated 
orange juice {s a bright item for 
the list. A one pound tin of con- 
centrated orange juice makes a 
gallon of orange juice. 

That typical Canadian product, 
maple sugar, will please many a 
>| famishing sweet tooth. Sugar, too, 
is a good idea, Many chocolate pep- 
permints already are crossing the 
Atlantic to friends on the other 
side. Concentrated coffee and choc- 
olate are also good. 

Tinned butter is destined to re- 
celve a warm welcome. So are 
tinned ham and tongue. The much- 
loved marmalade, which appears 
both at breakfast and at the tea 
hour In British homes, will be re- 
ceived with rejoicing. So also will 
be the very practical gift of canned 
milk, Apricot julce and pineapple 
juice are happy sift thoughts. So 
are dried apricots and prunes. 

* Tinned pork, going by the name 
‘of Spork, will not only make a fine 
sandwicir, spread but can also be 
served at breakfast. Tinned sau- 
sages and chicken have a well- 
deserved place on the LUst. Cook- 
ing raisins will also be appreciated. 

According to-recent reports from 
Britain on rationed foods the meat 
ration Is termed “very short” with 
much of the ration used up on 
week-ends so that parents and chil- 
dren may have a big Sunday din- 
ner; sugar, very short; margarine, 
rather short but helped by using 
unrationed nut-oll for cooking pur- 

poses. The meat ration ts enlarged 
by by unrationed sausages but they 
are “difficult to get in proper 
tity.” It is enlarged further by half 
the bacon ration changed to gam~- 
mon (smoked pork) which supplies 
another meat dish once a’ week. 

Entirely disappeared from the 
market are onions, lemons, oranges

I wonder how many of us, when 
we eat a steak, remember that 
but for the centuries of breeding 
done by the Scotch and English. 
this would be a tough ‘steak of 
the south European cattle, such 
as the .Texas Longhorn | stecr, 
which the Conquistadores of Spain 
brought into the new world. 

Already the breeding stock of 
three of our four major dairy 
breeds is in grave danger of ex- 
termination. The great black and 
white Holstein cattle of Holland 
are doubtless being. slaughtered to 
feed the German army, as well 
ag the Jerseys and Guernseys, of 
the Channel islands off the coast 
of France. 

Only the County of Ayr, In 
southwest Scotland, where the Ayr- 
shire preed or dairy cattle comes 
from, has not been conquered, 

The three major breeds of beef 
cattle in America are, of course, 
the Shorthorn, the Hereford and 
the Aberdeen-Angus. All three are 
from Britain. 

The Shorthorn breed is a native 
in northeast England. The breed 
was developed in the early 1700's, 
and still Shorthorn ‘breeders all 
over the world look to this part 
of England for blood to make their 
cattle better. 

The second great beef oreed ip 
America, the Hereford, known dy 
its red coat and white face, orig- 
inated in Herefordshire on the 
western border of England, an 
area noted for its - gently. rolling 
hills and wide flat valleys. — ~ 

Through the , years . Hereford 
cattle have changed from the ex- 
tremely large cattle, weighing from 







3,000 to 3.800 pounds to the smaller 
and smoother cattle, welghing 
around a ton when mature. 

Herefords have been exported 
from this part of England to the 
Argentine Republic, to Uruguay, 
Chile, United States, Can- 
ada, Mexico, Australia, New South 
Wales, Queensland, New Zealand, 
South Africa, British East - Africa, 
Russia, France and many other 
countries, 

The farmers in all these coun- 
tries are still looking for Here- 
fordshire to produce blood strains 
to improve their herds. 

The third great beef breed 
which we used in. America is the 
Aberdeen-Angus, the black, horn- 
leas cattle. which come to us from 
the Counties of Aberdeen, Kin- 
caleeen and. Forfarshire, in Scot- 

ind, 

In addition to these three main 
beef breeds, there are other breeds 
of beef cattle which we have im- 
ported from Britain.

Increase In Consumption of Cheese 
Seen as Benefiting Dict , 

ZT think we can credit some of the 
improvement in national health in 
Canada and In the United States 
to increased consumption of dairy 
products. Not only of milk, but of 
‘ce cream and cheese; for we do 
not have to drink milk in order to 
benefit from its great value as a 
food and source of vitamins. Milk 
fs. now the biggest crop of the 
American farmer. 

One of the big factors in increase 
in milk consumption has been the 
wider marketing of good cheese, 
It used to be that the ordinary 
Grocery store carried only one 
kind of cheese, the type commonly 
called “rat” cheese. Often it was a 
local product, which had the con- 
sistency of rubber and was almost 
43 indigestible. 

Then the stores began getting 
good cheese and more varieties. 
Our agricultural colleges began 
turning out good cheese-makers. 
They produced qualities equal to 
the best in Europe. They kept their 
produce until it properly \ aged. 
They produced it cleanly \ and 
packaged it properly. 

The result ‘is that we are now 
eating about five pounds of cheese 
per capita a year. However, there 
isnt nearly enough of this excel- 
lent food in menus, The Swiss, for 
example, eat nearly 18 pounds of 
cheese a person a year. It isn’t be- 
cause their cheeses are better than 
ours, either. I've been a, cheese- 
eater for years, and I'm convinced 
that Canadian and American var- 
leties of cheddar; the common type

of whole-milk cheese, are as good 
Ss you'll find anywhere. We im« 
borted a lot of good cheeses from 
Europe in the past, but we also 
got @ lot of its second and third 
rate cheeses.

The “sharp and second cheeses 
are not advisable for children. It 
{s well to keep in mind that ched- 
dar is whole milk cheese. Cream 
and neuchatal cheeses are rich in 
milk fat. Cottage and pot cheeses 
are made from skimmed milk. 

It {ts all to our good that butter 
fs another of the dairy products 
that we are using increasingly, It 
fs easily digestible and is quickly 
absorbed Into the body. Butter is 
high in Vitamin A and this vitamin 
fs needed by us all. If we don't get 
enough of it, then our vision is apt 
to become impaired, and we become 
increasingly susceptible to colds 
and upper respiratory infections. 
The vitamin is essential for growth 
in. children. 

Of course the vitamin.can be ob- 
tained by eating quantities of green 
vegetables, but you would certainly 
have to increase your consi~nption 
of them considerably if you gave 
up butter,

Axis Strength 


(By KIRKE L. SIMPSON.) 


Washington, June 17 (AP), — Al- 
though Axig officials describe the 
British offensive in North Africa 
as a “major” operation, it appears 
So far to be only an offensive- de- 
fensive move. 

General waver main purpose 
probably is to feel out Axis strengtn. 
Unless the resistance is so feeble as 
to indicate no subtsantial rein 
forcement on that front via the 
Sicilian Straits in recent weeks, a 
British attempt to retake the Liby- 
an coast line seems wholly im- 
probable, 

Nevertheless, the British offen- 
sive, whatever its strategic or tactl- 
cal purpose, is definitely important. 
It confirms Prime Minister Churen- 
‘& recent report to Parliament 
that General Wavell now felt him- 
self stronger in Egypt. 

One purpose of the British foray 
west of Bardia may be to determine 
the composition of Axis forces in 
that area, While Nazi alr and land 
forpes have been withdrawn from 
Sielly, from Greece and presumably 
to some extent from Bulgaria and 
elsewhere in the Southern Balkans, 
Rao has been no intimation that

Even if you haven't a single beauty problem, it’s wise to 
use protective measures in order to preserve your good looks. 
And if your skin is on the verge of being perfect as a result 
of daily pampering, it’s doubly wise not to let up on its care 
for.a single day. Use protective measures to guard your 
skin against sun and windburn,’and to prevent damage to 
its smoothness and fine looks, Take care, too, that legs are 
protected against sun and windburn and roughness. 

Today’s suggestions have been especially designed to meet 
the needs of those of you who fice to the country every chance 
you get. These one day outings or picnics are often the be- 
ginning of, and are responsible for, beauty troubles that may 
take weeks, often months, to correct, Change your daily 
routine to meet your out-of-door needs, and be prepared to 
safeguard your appearance wherever you go.

It's 
an ideal shade of powder for out-of-doors wear. 

Liprouge plays an important part in every make-up. Sinte 
the formal use of eye make-up is not a part of today’s plan, 
however, you will want to emphasize the color of your lips 
in order to brighten your entire make-up. To bring out the 
golden tone of your complexion, by all means use a honey- 
red liprouge. It will accent even the slightly-tanned skin 
and remain on.

Her 
world-girdling frontiers of Empire 
are unbreached, The fighting will 
of her people is unbroken, and her 
means, both of defense and of 
attack, are ly greater than a 
year ago increasing. 

Today, despite intervening defea! 
and discouragements and twelve 
months of air attack such as no 
other nation has ever known, Brit- 
ain ison the offensive rather than 
purely the defensive. Her armies 
and her fleets of alr and sea in 
Exypt, North Africa and in Syria 
are striking out, not merely waiting 
to be attacked. Her assault bombers 
at home are dealing heavy air 
blows across the Channel and over 
Germany itself. 

That is a far cry from the plight 
in which Britaln stood that black 
June of 1940. Her peril is grave, 
but imponderable forces are at work 
across the Atlantic and even in the 
increasing strain'on relations be- 
tween Russia and Germany that 
could help her through the critical 
six months ahéad. 

Just why there has been a sub- 
stantial and prolonged full in Nazi 
air attack on Britain it ix difficult 
to determine.

likely to get along with seven, 
whereas if you resemble your fathe 
er and he required nine hours, you 
are likely to need nine also al- 
though there are_always exceptions 
to this rule. 

Further, there are degrees of sleep 
and one who sleeps “heavy” for 
seven hours may be getting more 
rest than one who-'sleeps “light™ 
for nine hours. 

Some find it hard to “get off to 
sleep", tossing about for an hour, 
while others state that they go to 
sleep as soon as thelr head»touches 
the pillow. “Research ‘workers tell 
us that the average time required 
to get off to sleep -is twenty min-

juries become more Painful, and 
there is failure to perform ordinary 
work with the usual degree of speed 
and. correctness”. 

“In general, individuals deprived 
of sicep for short pericdr of time 
are not affected to any real ex- 
tent as to heart rate, blocd pressure, 
rate at which body processes work, 
appetite and richness of the blood.”

Take Instant Measures to Prevent 
Infection When Child Scrapes Skin 

However careful you are to watch 
your children at camp this sum- 


mer, they are bound to suffer falls, 
minor cuts and bruises, Although 
these accidents may seem amall at 
the time, if proper attention isn’t 
given to these cuts and abrasions, 
complications may set in that 
make them serious. 

In the summer you are usually 
away from your doctor; often you 
are away from any medical atten- 
tion at all. Caring for these in- 
juries devolves upon the mother or 
father or some member of the fam~- 
ily. For this reason it fs important 
that fodine, rolls of bandages, ster- 
ile gauze and adhesive tape be tak- 
en along on the holiday to take 
tare of these emergencies. 

A bruise is the least injury your 
child might get. This injury is 
painful, if severe, and it may be/a 
bit unsightly, but unless it is un- 
usually severe, there's no need to 
worry about It. If it happens to be 
on a knee or elbow or other joint, 
cold compresses should be applied 
to reduce swelling. 

If, however, in the course of get- 
ting the brulse. the child has scrap- 
ed off the skin, then the injury 
should be attended to immediately. 
In the first place, infection can 
enter the area once the skin is 
broken; secondly, if every speck of 
dirt isn't cleaned out before the 
new skin heals, a permanent dis-

Another reason for calling a doc- 
tor is that in the case of a deep 
cut, he will be able to fix it up so 
the healing won't leave a scar. A 
few stitches by a doctor can often 
make the difference between a bad 
disfigurement and a perfect heal- 
ing.

The 
base is smoothed over the face and 
throat, It should not be rubbed into the 
skin but blended lightly over it so it will 
remain on the surface. 

The tricklest step of this make-up 
comes next.-If shading or highlighting 
is necessary to minimize or eliminate 
some imperfection of feature-balancing, 
either a lighter or a darker shade of base 
is used. An application of No. 6 base, 
for instance, smoothed over the outer 
portions of the eyelids, gives close-set 
eyes better space and makes them ap- 


pear farther apart. A nose which is too © 


wide or too long is given the illusion of 
better proportion if No. 5 or No, 6 
shadow is used wherever the feature 
shows off-balance.

DRIVING TOWARD UKRAINE 


_ Berlin, June 3 (AP)—The Ger- 
man high command claimed today 
its forees have driven ahead “on 
schedule and successfully” in their 
first lunges against Soviet Russia 
along the 2,000-mile-long battle line 
of Germany's new eastern front. 

Specific details of German pro- 
gress were omitted from the com- 
munique, however. This, appar- 
ently, was in keeping with the high 
command’s customary tight-lipped 
policy in the opening phases of 
the campaign.

Russian coastal waters in the Eas- 
tern Baltic, it claimed, and a Rus- 
sian coastal dattery hurled an un- 
successful barrage at German-Ru- 
manian light naval forces in the 
Black Sea. 

The only Russian offensive ac- 
tion mentioned in the communique 
‘was an aerial bombing of East Prus- 
sia which, the communique claim- 
ed. cause “no noteworthy effect.”

, IMMEDIATE MEDICAL CARE

at it under the X-ray. Without it 
F one can’t always be sure an appar- 
ent sprain isn’t accompanied by 
broken bones. When I couldn't get 


treated most sprains 
there were breaks too. 

Usually, however, when 2 break 
occurs in an arm or leg it doesn't 
require much diagnosis; it is quite 
apparent what is the matter. There

In severe cases, the 
jagged ends of the broken bone 
may be actually protruding through 


When there are broken bones to 
deal with, the best thing to do is 
leave the patient where he is until 
the doctor arrives. If this can't be 
done, then splints should be plac- 
ed on the limb to hold it absolute- 
ly still while the trip is being made 
to the nearest medical aid. 

A broom handle makes a very 
good splint, and usually there is 
one of these around. However, if no 
broom is available, any strong piece 
of wood three or four feet in length 
will do. If the stick 1s square with 
sharp edges, It should: be bound 
first with newspapers or with cloth 
so it won't cut into the flesh. 

Take this splint and bind it se- 
curely to the broken leg with three 
or four handkerchiefs, Don’t ‘tie it 
so tightly that circulation will be

Many Believe Any De- 
fence Against Hitler- 


ism Is to Benefit of 


U.S. 
SUSPICION - REMOVED 


Washington, June.24 (AP)— A 
plan for aiding Russia in her fight 
against Germany gained substantial 
backing in United States Senate to- 
day, but not without a counterblast 
of opposition from an Isolationist, 
Senator Bennet Champ Clark, who 
declared “Stalin's hand is just as 
bloody ag Hitler's, the Communist 
system is just as bad as Nazism.” 

The general trend of initial op- 
inion in the Senate appeared to en- 
dorse a state department declara- 
tlon that “any defence against Hit- 
lerism" rebounded to the benefit 
of the defence and security of the 
United States. 

The State Department pronounce- 
ment yesterday was regarded as 
tantamount to formal notice that 
the re-orlentated American policy 
toward the Soviet would paraliel 
Britain's. In brief, the United States 
and Britain. while yielding no 
ground in thelr antagonism to 
Communism, would support Russia 
as a fighter against a common 
menace, 

Economic Co-operation 

The United States, it was sald, is 
in @ position to grant the Soviet 
® certain measure of economic co- 
operation almost at once, if re- 
quested, The government could, for 
example, release “frozen” Russian 
assets, and at the same time reiax 
the restrictions which have largely

Experiences With Raider 


The first account of life aboard 
a German raider by « survivor of 
a Nazi-sunk is recorded in 
the letters of James P. McKnight 
of Allentown, Pa, » representa- 
tive of the United Presbyterian 
Church, to his family. Mr. Knight 
was the Egyptian motor- 
ship Zamzam when it was attack- 
ed in the South Atlantic on April 
17. Excerpts from his letters, 
written in his 39 days aboard the 
raider and {ts supply ship, ap- 
pear below. 


May 4, 1941—At 6:15 Thursday 


morning, April 17, Mr. Frank E 
Conboy got up and dressed. I look- 
ed at my watch by flashlight, and 
was just. doing off again when 
there was a great “wham” close by. 


there was a second “wham,” 
close by. Mr. Conboy came rushing 
in and I said, “what is it?” 
said, “a raider.” I said, “oh, no, 
maybe it is a collision.” He said,

The sail- 
Ors were saying, “Ya Zamzam, ya 
Zamzan,” and then as the raider 
drew near, “Ya captain, ya cap- 
tain,” though they couldn't be 
heard. 


Now it appeared that as we 
drifted the raider and our boat 
would collide at the intersection, 
but the raider had power on and 
Passed In front of us and we 
drifted right along its hull, In the 
meantime, the raider had put out 
@ motor launch, but {t went im- 
mediately to the stragglers in the 
water. As we drifted alongside the 
Taider the German sallors leaned 
over the raiYand threw a rope. One 
of our sallérs caught it but instead 
of using It to stop. and hold ‘us, he 
simply climbed up the rope and 
left us:to drift. A second rope was 
thrown in the same way by another 
sailor. By this time we were rap- 
idly approaching the stern of the 
raider where the propeller was 
churning the water and the pros- 
pect became more threatening. 


Launch Sent 


But now a second motor launch 
was lowered and it came to us 
directly, 

We put women and children 
‘aboard first and goon were going 
up the rope ladder to the deck of 
the raider. After one child had 
tried to elimb up the German sail- 
ors told us to hold them for bas- 
kets.

Zamzan Sinks 


Back on deck alter lunch it 
seemed that the transfer from the 
Z.Z. was-about complete. All day 
an officer had stood on the ralder 
sending and recelying messages to 
an officer on the ZZ. and.vice 
versa. No attempt was made to 
touch cargo or baggage in the hold. 
At ¢xo the ralder pulled a Uttle 
istance away. Then the last men 
the Z.Z. got into the launch and 
Dulled away at right angles for a 
100 yards or so and then there was 
an explosion, The launch circled 
to the other side, and there was a 
similar explosion. The Z. Z. origin- 
ally had one shell below the water 
line and had taken water slowly 
all forenoon.> Now she started to 
sink rapidly ahd in seven minutes 
went under. At the end she listed 
to port, but her keel kept even. 
In the morning's shelling probably 
12 to 15 shells were fired. 

Immediately after the Zamzam 
sank, thé ralder's engines began 
to throb and a lot of vibration was 
set up as the ralder began speeding 
across the South Atlantic. We sat 
around on deck on benches and 
Mfe-preservers utilizing the shade 
of masts and funnels. We talked 
in low tones of our icament, 
We were shocked and amazed, We 
still scarcely believed that the 
shelling had occurred. or having 
occurred. that we were safe and 
were on the raider itself speeding 
to no one knew where. In the af- 
ternoon Mrs. (Willam H.)* Ed- 
wards came up to me and sald that 
Mr. (the Rev. W. J.) Guilding had 
asked Mr, (Stanley) Johnson to 
be our representative (missionary) 
to meet the captain of the raider.

We were not 
to be of war, but guests

were his guests, still this was a 
warship and we would have many 
Umitations, We must obey rules 
and co-operate. We would be put 
on another ship, a German cargo 
or supply ship. That transfer would 
be in about one to four days. We 
would then be taken to a German 
con’ port in Europe. No dis- 
tinctlodl would be made between 
neutrals and  belligerents among 
the ‘passengers. Passengers belong- 
ings and baggage would be return- 
ed after transfer to the other ship. 
That seemed hard to those who 
were barefoot and had only paja- 
mas, and practically no one had a 
comb or tollet articles. 


Possessions Given Up 


Before lunch an officer had set 
up a small table and had us pass 
before him to turn-in passports, 
money, flashlights.-As my wallet 
was soaked, I turned in my trav- 
elers' checks and $29 cash and my 
passport. We were allowed to keep 
our pocket knives. 

While at lunch a German brought 
a plece of chalk and said for each 
one to write his name on a bunk. 
This big room was really a big 
hold below the water line... It 
was like a platform ralsed about 
one foot. Here the tables and bench 
for 100 were set. On both sides 
were rows 6f wooden bunks. Doubie 
deckers and two tight against each 
other with only a ten-inch board 
between. Apparently the bunks ac- 
commodated the 202 passengers and 
sixteen officers, 

The women again went down 
early for supper and the men too 
went below before dark. Supper 
again — thick rice soup. brown 
bread and tea. The hold was hot 
and was only bearable on account 
of air pumped in through venili- 
ators, Again we sat in groups and 
conversed in low tones, About elght 


o'clock some one said. “why 
shouldn't we have prayers?” - and 
another, “I don't see why we 


So we gather- 
ed at two tables and started to 
sing.

Russia May Surprise 
World Says Former 
U.S. Ambassador 





Chicago, June 25.—- (AP)—Joseph _ 
E. Davies, United States Ambassa- 
dor to Russia from 1936 to 1938, 
said yesterday that “it is a matter 
ef good judgment that we should 
take a stand now during the Nazi- 
Soviet fighting”. 

Speaking and answering questions 
before the ‘Wisconsin Society of 
Chicago, Davies, row special assist- 
ant to the Secretary of State, added: 

.“It is my opinion that the 
world will be surprised at the ex- 
tent to which Russia will resist. It_ 
is posstble that Germany will break 
through in the Ukraine, but {t is 
one thing to get into a country and 
another to maintain communication 
ines of 1.800 miles”. 

If Ressian erganized nr 
breaks down, he said, “we can exe 
pect guerilla warfare by local Rus- 
slans”. 

Davies quoted Hitler as. saying 
to a British diplomat ir 1937 that 
the Russians had the bos! army on 
the European continen: outsige of 
Germany. 

On the basis of his “latest in- 
formation”, Davies estimated the: 
total strength of Russian military 
forces at 18,000,000, divided this 
‘way: present front-line troops, 3,- 
000,000 to 3,200,000; trained reserv- 
es with three years in the army, 8 
000,000: reserves of mihtary age 
with some training, 7.900,000. -

A GREAT. STATESMAN 


New York, June 30 (CP)—Ignace 
Jan. Paderewski, world-famous pi- 
snist and first President of the Re- 
public of Poland, died in hotel suite 
last night. 

One of the greatest musicians of 
all time, the 80-year-old patriot 
was stricken with a cold last week 
and pneumonia developed three 
days ago. Beslde the deathbed were 
his sister, Mme, An! Wilkons- 
ka; his doctor, and his alde, Syl- 
vian Starackacz, 

Although suffering from the 
cold, he ignored his doctor’s orders 
last week and made one of his 
many recent public appearances to 
help raise funds for relief of his 
countrymen. He wag placed in an 
oxygen tent yesterday and suc- 
eumbed shortly before last mid- 
night. 

The man who was to rank with 
Liszt.and Rubinstein as the three 
supreme masters of the keyboard 
was born Nov. 6, 1860, in the tiny 
village of Kurilowka in Russian 
Poland, and was not three years 
old before tragedy began plaguing 
him as it did most of his life. 

Cossacks ravaged the town and 
sent his father into Siberian exile. 

At six, Paderewsk! took his first 
plano lessons from = wandering fid- 
dler, at 12 he gave his first recital 
and at 16 made his first concert 
tour. At 20, when he was beginning 
to win acclaim. his bride of less 
than a year died.
